That  in  accordance  with  the  Assessment  Act  and  for 
the  purposes  of  assessment  and  taxation  the  follow- 
ing definitions  of  the  under-mentioned  Districts,  to  be 
known  as  Assessment  Districts,  shall  be  substituted  for 
those  at  present  in  force  and  shall  take  effect  on  the  30th 
day  of  June,  1901.  That  the  Assessment  Rolls  for  the 
year  1901,  as  finally  passed  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the 
present  Assessors  and  Collectors  until  the  said  30th 
day  of  June,  1901,  and  that  all  taxes  shall  be  collected 
in  accordance  therewith  up  to  and  including  that  date. 
That  immediately  after  the  said  30th  day  of  June, 
1901,  the  Assessors  and  Collectors  shall  deliver  to  the 
Assessors  and  Collectors,  whose  districts  are  affected 
by  any  change  in  the  boundaries  of  districts  as  at 
present  in  force,  by  the  definitions  under  mentioned, 
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a cei  titled  statement  of  the  subjects  of  assessment 
affected  by  such  change,  and  of  the  arrears  of  taxes 
applicable  thereto,  due  upon  each  parcel  of  real  prop- 
ertv,  and  due  by  each  person,  whether  on  account  of 
real  property,  personal  property  or  income,  as  appears 
from  the  Assessment  Books  and  Assessment  Rolls  of 
the  Province,  and  the  Assessor  receiving  such  verified 
statement  shall  immediately  enter  the  same  upon  his 
roll  and  in  his  books,  and  shall  assess  and  collect  all 
such  taxes  and  arrears  applicable  thereto.  And  it  is 
further  ordered  that  the  jurisdiction  exercised  by  the 
present  Assessors  and  Collectors  be  and  is  hereby  can- 
celled, such  cancellation  to  take  effect  on  the  first  dav 
of  July,  1901.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the
